REPORT  OF  THE  PROCEEDINGS  AT 
THE  87th  ANNUAL  MEETING. 


THE  87th  Annual  General  Meeting  of  the  Governors  was  held 
in  the  Board  Room  at  25  Regent  Street,  on  Monday,  30th  June, 
1947,  at  3.0  p.m. 

In  the  absence  of  Her  Grace  the  Duchess  of  Portland  (Presi¬ 
dent),  the  chair  was  taken  by  the  Right  Worshipful  the  Lord  Mayor 
of  Nottingham  (Alderman  Robert  Shaw,  J.P.),  supported  by  the 
Sheriff  of  Nottingham  (Councillor  H.  O.  Emmony),  Sir  Edward  T. 
Le  Marchant  (a  Vice-President),  Canon  R.  H.  Hawkins  and  the 
#  following  members  of  the  Committee  of  Management  :  Mr.  J.  N. 
Derbyshire,  J.P.  (Chairman),  Mr.  A.  Brownsword  (Vice-Chairman), 
Mrs.  F.  A.  Broadhead,  Messrs.  W.  L.  Dunn,  A.  E.  Eberlin,  Alderman 
E.  Purser,  Dr.  T.  B.  Gilbart- Smith,  Dr.  Thomson  Henderson,  Dr. 
G.  Gordon-Napier,  Mr.  G.  W.  Tett  (Hon.  Treasurer)  and  the  Matron 
(Miss  A.  Lee)  and  the  Secretary  (T.  Russell  Moore).

Grace  the  Duchess  of  Portland  (President),  the  Rt.  Rev.  the  Lord 
Bishop  of  Southwell,  Lord  Trent,  Mrs.  R.  Shaw  (Lady  Mayoress), 
Lt.-Col.  N.  Gervis  Pearson,  Major  T.  P.  Barber,  Mr.  Geo.  Terry, 
Miss  G.  Harlow,  Councillor  H.  C.  C.  Carlton,  Dr.  N  P.  R.  Galloway, 
Dr.  J.  Horton  Young,  Mr.  V.  T.  Long,  and  the  representatives  of 
the  Hospital  Funds  of  :  Elson  and  Robins,  Ltd.,  J.  B.  Lewis  and 
Sons  Ltd.,  and  Nottingham  Co-operative  Society  Ltd.,  and  of 
Newstead  Colliery  Sick  and  Death  Club. 
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The  Lord  Mayor,  in  moving  the  adoption  of  the  Committee’s 
Report  and  Accounts  for  1946,  said  : 

“  This  Report  shows  the  self-same  spirit  of  progress  as  was 
shown  in  the  past.  The  Eye  Infirmary  is  as  progressive  as  it  is 
possible  for  an  institution  to  be. 

“  Whatever  may  happen  in  the  future,  I  hope  that  the  change 
in  the  management  will  not  be  too  sudden  so  that  the  best  will  be 
obtained  out  of  the  old  system  towards  developing  the  new,  which 
must  take  shape  with  inevitable  gradualness. 

“  It  is  with  pleasure  that  I  move  that  the  Annual  Report  and 
Accounts  for  1946  be  received  and  adopted  and  I  call  on  Mr.  J.  N. 
Derbyshire  (Chairman  of  the  Committee  of  Management)  to  second 
the  proposal.” 

Mr.  J.  N.  Derbyshire  (Chairman  of  the  Committee)  said  : 
“  Before  proceeding  to  second  the  adoption  of  the  Report  I  must 
express  my  deep  regret  at  the  absence  of  Her  Grace  the  Duchess 
of  Portland,  our  charming  President.  Fortunately,  my  Lord 
Mayor,  you  have  stepped  into  the  breach  and  we  are  very  much 
obliged  to  you  for  taking  the  chair  at  such  short  notice. 

“  We  have  had,  at  87  years  of  age,  quite  an  anxious  time  during 
the  past  twelve  months,  but  it  has  been  a  very  encouraging  and 
interesting  time  because  we  have  been  doing  what  all  sportsmen 
like  to  do — breaking  records. 

“  We  have  broken  records  as  to  the  number  of  new  out¬ 
patients  :  we  have  actually  treated  12,628  new  cases,  over  a  1,000 
a  month.  1,309  in-patients  were  admitted  and  a  record  number 
of  operations — 944,  only  8  higher  than  last  year,  though  that  was 
a  record. 

“As  to  our  income,  we  have  had  the  biggest  increases  by  far  on 
record,  and  also  the  biggest  expenditure.  In  the  way  we  set  it 
out,  the  expenditure  has  been  more  than  our  income  by  £459. 
Bearing  in  mind  the  enormous  expense  we  have  had  and  the  im¬ 
pending  change,  it  is  surprising,  but  very  gratifying,  that  we  are 
still  in  this  satisfactory  position.  I  would  like  to  add  that  in  all 
the  87  years,  our  work  has  never  been  delayed  for  want  of  money 
and  whenever  we  have  had  any  scheme  on  hand,  we  have  always 
been  able  to  pay  for  it.  I  am  proud  that  the  charitable  people  of 
this  district  have  supported  us  so  nobly  during  the  long  course  of 
our  work  here.  We  have  not  been  standing  still.  Our  term  of 
duty  may  be  coming  to  an  end,  but  the  work  will  go  on.  We 
should  not  be  doing  our  duty  unless  we  had  kept  up  with  require¬ 
ments  and  as  far  as  humanly  possible  they  are  being  met. 


“  We  have  opened  the  Orthoptic  department.  We  have 
installed  the  lift,  which  we  have  needed  for  years  and  it  is  now 
almost  ready  for  use.  Further,  we  are  altering  property  we  own  in 
Regent  Street  to  make  a  Nurses’  Home.  We  have  also  bought 
Western  House  on  the  Ropewalk,  and  perhaps  those  who  take  over 
from  us  will  use  it. 

“  I  want  specially  to  refer  to  the  Surgeons  who  have  spent 
much  time  deciding  what  our  ideal  requirements  are.  We  are 
aiming  to  enlarge  the  Out-patient  Department,  to  provide  additional 
treatment  and  ancillary  rooms,  to  build  a  new  Casualty  Depart¬ 
ment,  and  to  increase  the  accommodation  for  sterilising  and  instal 
modern  equipment.  Ultimately  we  plan  to  have  150  beds  on  this 
site,  but  this  part  of  the  scheme  has  been  postponed  for  the  moment. 

“  We  are  co-operating  with  the  General  Hospital,  which  is,  of 
course,  as  it  should  be  and  our  scheme  of  training  nurses  in  ophthal¬ 
mic  work  is  proceeding. 

“  The  work  done  by  the  Sewing  Party  is  most  valuable  in 
these  difficult  times. 

“  I  would  like  specially  to  mention  our  old  friend  Miss  Wood, 
and  I  am  glad  to  see  her  with  us  this  afternoon,  and  I  hope  she 
will  attend  our  meetings  for  many  years  and  enjoy  her  retirement. 

“  No  one  who  reads  this  Report  can  overlook  this — the  sincere 
desire  on  the  part  of  the  management  to  finish  their  work  on  a  high 
note.  We  are  most  anxious  that  those  who  follow  us  will  find 
conditions  as  favourable  as  possible.  Throughout  the  past  eighteen 
months  or  two  years,  we  have  prepared  plans  as  to  what  we  would 
do  in  the  future  and  while  we  do  not  expect  our  successors  to  follow 
them  entirely,  we  believe  it  is  quite  reasonable  to  expect  them  to 
take  those  plans,  read  them,  study  them  carefully,  and  it  may  be 
adopt  them  in  principle  as  suitable  for  further  requirements.  We 
hope  that  you  are  satisfied  with  what  we  have  done  and  I  now  second 
the  adoption  of  the  Report  and  Accounts.” 

Mr.  J.  W.  Rose  (L.N.E.R.  Colwick  Loco.  Hospital  Fund) 
supported  the  proposal  and  said  it  was  a  report  well  worth  reading 
and  listening  to.  He  knew  Mr.  Derbyshire  was  inclined  to  look 
on  the  dark  side,  but  to-day  he  was  more  confident.  He  had  no 
need  to  have  dark  thoughts  about  the  future. 

Mr.  Rose  handed  a  cheque  for  £10  to  the  Lord  Mayor  as  a 
special  contribution  from  those  he  represented.  This  generous 
donation  was  thankfully  received  and  heartily  acknowledged. 

The  Report  and  Accounts  were  unanimously  adopted. 
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Election  of  President  and  Vice-Presidents. 

On  the  proposition  of  Mr.  W.  E.  Peskett  (Rolls  Royce  Hospital 
Fund  Association),  seconded  by  Mr.  C.  H.  Straw  (National  Union 
of  Mineworkers),  it  was  unanimously  resolved  : — 

“  That  Her  Grace  the  Duchess  of  Portland  be  re-elected 
as  President,  and  that  Lord  Trent,  Major  T.  B.  Barber,  Sir 
Edward  T.  Le  Marchant  and  J.  Ashley  Player,  Esq.,  be  re¬ 
elected  as  Vice-Presidents.” 

Election  of  Committee  of  Management  and  Honorary  Auditor. 

The  Sheriff  of  Nottingham  (Councillor  H.  0.  Emmony)  pro¬ 
posed,  and  Sir  Edward  T.  Le  Marchant  seconded,  and  it  was 
resolved:  — 

“  That  the  following  be  re-elected  as  the  Committee  of 
Management,  namely  :  Mrs.  F.  A.  Broaclhead,  Messrs.  A. 
Brownsword,  J.  N.  Derbyshire,  W.  L.  Dunn,  A.  E.  Eberlin, 
Miss  G.  Harlow,  Mr.  W.  S.  Rothera  and  Dr.  T.  B.  Gilbart- 
Smith,  together  with  the  following  representatives  of  the 
Nottingham  and  Notts  Hospital  Saturday  Contributory  Fund  : 
Messrs.  J.  Mowl,  W.  R.  Squires,  and  G.  Terry  ;  Councillor 
H.  C.  C.  Carlton  representing  the  Notts  County  Council  and 
Alderman  E.  Purser  representing  the  Nottingham  Corporation. 

“  That  Mr.  G.  W.  Tett  (Lloyds  Bank  Ltd.)  be  re-elected 
as  Honorary  Treasurer  and  Sir  Charles  Pain,  Chartered  Account¬ 
ant,  as  Honorary  Auditor,  for  1947.” 

Election  of  Medical  Officers,  Election  Committee. 

It  was  proposed  by  Mr.  A.  Grace  (Stanton  Ironworks  Employees’ 
Hospital  Fund)  and  seconded  by  Sir  Edward  T.  Le  Marchant,  and 
resolved  :

the  Governors  its  87th  Annual  Report  and  Statement  of 
Accounts  for  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1946. 

Statistics. 

2.  The  statistics  reveal  that  the  work  performed  has  increased 
considerably.  More  new  cases  have  attended  in  the  Out-patient 
and  Casualty  Departments  and  larger  numbers  have  been  admitted 
to  the  Wards. 

The  average  number  of  patients  resident  daily  was  37.26 
compared  with  34.97  and  30.48  for  the  two  preceding  years. 


There  has  again  been  a  continual  demand  for  the  Private 
Wards  ;  163  admissions  were  made  as  against  148  in  1945.

Finance. 

3.  Income. — A  substantial  increase  in  the  ordinary  income 
has  brought  the  total  for  1946  up  to  £13,719  which  is  over  £2,000 
more  than  last  year’s  record  figure. 

Annual  Subscriptions  and  Donations  have  been  well  maintained 
and  include,  among  others,  generous  contributions  from  the 
Directors  and  Employees  (War  Grants  Fund)  of  B.A.  Collieries, 
Ltd. 

Receipts  for  services  rendered  were  very  satisfactory  and 
reflect  the  increase  in  the  number  of  patients  treated. 

Income  from  invested  funds  and  rents  of  properties  continues 
to  increase  and  has  now  reached  a  total  of  £1,181. 
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The  Nottingham  and  Notts.  Hospital  Saturday  Contributory 
Fund  has  again  given  very  welcome  support  through  the  payment 
of  £4,306  for  the  maintenance  and  treatment  of  its  members  and 
£1,005  in  addition  from  its  surplus  funds.  This  total  of  £5,311 
from  the  local  Fund,  together  with  £1,374  from  other  Contributory 
Schemes  constitutes  nearly  half  the  annual  income  of  the 
Infirmary  and  the  Committee  places  on  record  its  grateful 
appreciation  of  the  generous  help  received  from  these  sources. 
The  weekly  contributions  of  a  few  pence  made  voluntarily  by 
the  many  thousands  of  members  of  the  Funds  are  invaluable,  for 
without  them  the  work  of  the  Infirmary  could  not  be  maintained. 

Expenditure.  The  ordinary  expenditure  totalled  £13,372. 
This  increase  of  £2,335  over  the  previous  year  is  to  be  expected 
owing  to  the  continually  rising  cost  of  supplies  and  equipment 
and  to  increases  in  salaries  and  wages.  The  larger  number  of 
patients  has  also  entailed  additional  expenditure. 

Extraordinary  expenditure  amounted  to  £1,080  and  extra¬ 
ordinary  income  to  £273. 


After  bringing  these  special  non-recurring  items  into  account 
the  excess  of  expenditure  over  income  (excluding  legacies)  for  the 
year  is  £460.  Having  regard  to  all  the  circumstances,  the 
Committee  considers  this  result  to  be  satisfactory.

Medical  Staff. 

5.  Two  additional  appointments  of  Honorary  Assistant 
Surgeon  were  made  early  in  1947,  thus  strengthening  the  Visiting 
Medical  Staff,  which  now  consists  of  Dr.  Thomson  Henderson, 
Dr.  N.  P.  R.  Galloway  and  Dr.  G.  Gordon-Napier  as  Hon. 
Surgeons  with  Dr.  J.  Horton  Young,  Dr.  A.  H.  Booth,  Dr.  H. 
Goldsmith  as  Assistants.  The  Committee  welcomes  Dr.  Booth 
and  Dr.  Goldsmith  to  the  Staff  and  is  confident  that  their  services 
will  be  of  much  value  to  the  Infirmary  and  patients. 

The  work  has  been  re-arranged  and  this  has  done  much  to 
relieve  the  congestion  in  the  Out-patient  Department. 

The  members  of  the  Medical  Staff  have  continued  at  all  times  to 
devote  their  attention  and  skill  in  the  interests  of  the  patients  and 
their  work  is  sincerely  appreciated  by  the  Committee  who  extends 
thanks  to  them  for  their  willing  service. 

National  Health  Service. 

6.  The  Government  is  proceeding  with  the  work  of  launching 
the  National  Health  Service  and  the  appointed  day  for  taking 
over  control  of  the  Voluntary  and  other  Hospitals  is  to  be  5th 
July,  1948. 

Lift. 

7.  The  Committee  decided  that  it  had  become  necessary  to 
install  a  lift  for  the  convenience  of  the  work  of  the  Infirmary  and 
the  erection  of  this  is  now  well  advanced.  The  cost  will  be 
nearly  £1,700,  against  which  a  special  donation  of  £250  has  been 
received  from  the  Notts,  and  District  Miners.  The  Committee 
thanks  the  miners  of  the  district  for  again  contributing  so 
generously  towards  the  welfare  of  the  patients. 

Orthoptic  Department. 

8.  Mention  was  made  in  the  last  Report  of  the  opening  of  an 
Orthoptic  Department  for  those  patients  needing  training  and 
treatment  for  the  correction  of  squint.  Arrangements  were 
made  to  open  the  new  Department  on  1st  October,  and  although 
delay  occurred  in  the  issue  of  the  necessary  authority  to 
commence  the  structural  alterations  required,  a  start  with  the 
work  of  receiving  patients  as  planned  was  made  in  temporary 
accommodation.  The  new  rooms  were  completed  and  occupied 
in  January  last. 


il 


Many  of  the  patients  are  children  of  school-age  and  the  local 
Education  Authorities,  with  whom  a  conference  was  held 
initially,  have  co-operated  most  readily  in  establishing  this  much 
needed  Department.  A  great  deal  of  preliminary  work  was 
undertaken  in  the  three  months  to  31st  December,  and  the 
Department  is  expanding  rapidly,  though  the  two  Orthoptists 
are  handicapped  by  lack  of  additional  trained  staff  and  the 
difficulty  of  obtaining  all  the  equipment  needed.  It  is  hoped  to 
overcome  these  in  the  course  of  time.  At  the  end  of  the  year, 
59  cases  were  under  treatment,  while  802  attendances  had  been 
made. 

Western  House,  The  Ropewalk. 

9.  As  stated  in  the  last  Report  this  leasehold  property  has 
been  purchased.  The  site  is  considered  to  be  suitable  for  the 
erection  of  a  Nurses  home.  At  present,  the  premises  are 
requisitioned  by  the  War  Office. 

Extensions. 

10.  Throughout  the  year,  a  Sub-Committee  has  been  drafting 
a  Scheme  of  extension,  in  order  that  some  firm  proposals  might  be 
available  for  placing  before  the  Regional  Board  when  it  assumed 
control  under  the  National  Health  Service  Act.  A  hospital  of  150 
beds  was  contemplated  by  extending  the  existing  building  and  by 
erecting  new  blocks  fronting  to  Regent  Street  and  Oxford  Street. 
Upon  the  proposals  being  submitted  to  the  Ministry  of  Health, 
however,  they  were  rejected  as  being  contrary  to  its  general  plan 
of  development  under  the  Health  Service,  it  being  indicated  to 
the  Committee  that  the  present  site  of  the  Infirmary  on  the  Rope- 
walk  was  considered  too  valuable  to  be  utilised  wholly  for  an 
Ophthalmic  service.  Owing  to  priority  demands  upon  building 
labour  and  materials,  there  was  no  prospect  of  a  Scheme  involving 
major  building  being  acceptable  to  the  Ministry  and  the  Com¬ 
mittee  was  advised  to  formulate  more  moderate  plans  to  cover 
immediate  and  likely  needs  for  a  period  of  ten  years  hence. 

Accordingly,  the  proposals  were  completely  revised  and 
recently  representatives  of  the  Ministry  again  met  your  Committee, 
when  it  was  decided  to  apply  for  a  licence  (1)  to  enlarge  the  Out¬ 
patient  Department,  (2)  to  provide  much  needed  additional 
treatment  and  ancillary  rooms,  (3)  to  build  a  new  Casualty 
Department  on  the  Ropewalk  front  and  (4)  to  increase  the 
accommodation  for  sterilising  and  install  modern  equipment 
for  this  purpose. 

In  addition  the  improvement  of  nursing  and  domestic  staff 
quarters  will  require  attention,  to  be  followed  ultimately  by  the 
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completion  of  the  new  wing  and  the  adaption  of  existing 
buildings  to  provide  additional  wards. 

Apart  from  the  foregoing  plan  of  extension,  the  conversion, 
following  derequisition  by  the  War  Office,  of  19  Regent  Street 
for  use  as  accommodation  for  nursing  and  domestic  staff  received 
the  approval  of  the  Ministry  and  is  now  in  hand.  It  is  hoped 
that  it  will  be  ready  for  occupation  shortly,  thus  relieving  the 
present  acute  shortage. 

Nurses  Training. 

11.  A  course  of  training  State-registered  Nurses  in  ophthalmic 
nursing  has  been  commenced  and  it  is  hoped  to  extend  the 
arrangements  as  soon  as  more  accommodation  is  available. 

Close  co-operation  with  the  Nottingham  General  Hospital 
continues  and  selected  nurses  in  training  there,  are  attached  to 
the  staff  of  the  Infirmary  for  a  short  period  of  practical  training 
in  ophthalmic  work.  Instruction  courses  have  also  been  given 
to  nurses  from  Stanton  Ironworks  Co.,  Ltd. 

Visiting  Days. 

12.  An  additional  time  for  patients  to  receive  visitors  has  been 
introduced  on  Monday  evenings  from  6  p.m.  to  7  p.m.,  and  this 
has  been  much  appreciated  by  those  concerned. 

Sewing  Party. 

13.  The  work  of  the  Sewing  Party  has  proved  most  useful  and 
the  Committee  is  very  grateful  for  the  keen  and  lively  interest 
which  each  member  takes  in  furthering  the  welfare  of  the  Infirmary 
and  patients.  Very  considerable  expense  is  saved  as  purchases 
of  material  are  made  from  their  own  funds. 

Thanks. 

14.  Matron  (Miss  A.  Lee)  and  the  nursing  staff  have  main¬ 
tained  a  high  standard  of  efficiency  and  the  Committee  expresses 
grateful  thanks  to  them  for  their  loyal  service,  also  to  all  members 
of  the  medical,  administrative  and  domestic  staffs. 

Miss  L.  M.  Wood,  after  31  years  as  refractionist  in  the  Out¬ 
patient  Department,  retired  in  September,  and  the  Committee 
lias  suitably  acknowledged  her  devoted  and  conscientious  service 
over  this  long  period.  The  Committee  wishes  her  much  happiness 
in  her  well-deserved  retirement. 
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Grateful  appreciation  is  accorded  to  Sir  Charles  Pain  for  his 
services  as  Hon.  Auditor,  and  to  Messrs.  Blake  &  Powell, 
Stockbrokers. 

Sincere  thanks  are  extended  to  all  the  many  friends  who  assist 
the  Infirmary  in  the  course  of  a  year's  work  ;  to  the  Subscribers 
and  Donors  for  their  continued  generous  support  ;  to  Rev.  A.  Lee 
for  conducting  religious  services  and  for  his  weekly  visits  to 
patients  ;  to  the  British  Red  Cross  Society  for  surplus  stores.

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RECOMMENDATIONS  AND  FEES 

The  Committee  desire  to  call  attention  to  the  fact  that 
Recommendations  are  available  for  the  year  of  issue  and  following 
year  only,  and  that  out-of-date  forms  cannot  be  accepted. 

The  Committee  earnestly  request  Subscribers  to  make  en¬ 
quiries  into  the  financial  and  other  circumstances  of  those  applying 
to  them  for  Recommendations ,  and  to  issue  them  only  to  urgent  or 
necessitous  cases .  Undue  advantage  has  been  taken  of  the 
honorary  services  of  the  Surgeons  and  the  benefits  of  the 
Institution  by  those  in  a  position  to  pay  for  the  same,  and  in 
respect  of  School  Children  for  whom  special  provision  is  made 
by  the  State. 

Four  Out-Patient  Recommendations  are  given  for  each 
Subscription  of  one  Pound. 

Out-Patients  requiring  Medicine,  &c.,  must  pay  3d.  for  each 
week  they  remain  on  the  books,  or  else  produce  a  second  Recom¬ 
mendation  from  a  Subscriber. 

In-Patients  are  admitted  on  the  recommendation  of  an  Hon. 
Surgeon,  and  are  required  to  pay  Is.  6d.  per  day,  in  advance 
towards  the  cost  of  Board,  Washing  and  Nursing,  unless  financial 
responsibility  is  accepted  by  the  patient’s  Contributory  Fund,  or 
by  a  Public  Authority,  &c.  Arrangements  may  be  made  for  this 
fee  to  be  paid  direct  by  the  employer,  or  other  person  interested 
in  the  patient. 

Patients  who  are  members  of  a  Contributory  Scheme  must 
produce  a  Voucher  for  hospital  treatment  issued  by  their  Secretary 
or  Collector,  instead  of  an  Infirmary  Recommendation,  otherwise 
charges  will  be  made. 

PRIVATE  PATIENTS. 

In  addition  to  the  ordinary  wards,  a  limited  number  of 
beds  are  available  for  private  patients  of  limited  means. 
Application  for  the  use  of  these  should  be  made  through  one  of 
the  Infirmary  Surgeons  to  the  Matron.  The  inclusive  charge  is 
20/-  per  day  for  a  room  with  one  bed,  or  12/6  per  day  each  patient 
for  •  a  room  with  two  beds  ;  patients  must  make  their  own 
arrangements  with  the  surgeon  as  regards  his  fees  for  operating, 
&c.,  and  with  the  Anaesthetist  and  other  Specialists. 

SUBSCRIPTIONS. 

Subscribers  are  respectfully  informed  that  their  Subscriptions 
become  due  in  advance  on  the  first  day  of  January  in  each  year 
(Rule  6),  and  that  much  trouble  would  be  saved  by  their  forwarding 
the  amount  to  the  Secretary,  or  to  Lloyds  Bank,  Ltd.,  Market 
Place,  Nottingham,  as  early  thereafter  as  possible. 

The  Committee  consider  that  Annual  Subscribers  will  con¬ 
tinue  their  subscriptions  until  they  give  notice  to  the  contrary  one 
clear  month  before  the  1st  of  January. 

If  the  name  and  address  of  any  Subscriber  or  Donor  is  in¬ 
accurately  printed  in  the  foregoing  lists,  or  any  other  error  should 
be  found  therein,  the  Secretary  should  be  advised  at  once.
